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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 6 and 7 are objected to due to inforaialities. Claim 6 is objected to under 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject 
matter of a previous claim. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 6, and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 6,385,320 to Yoo et al in view of U.S. Patent Publication No. 
2002/0101333 to Lw. 

Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Applicants have amended claim 1 . Applicants have canceled claims 6 and 7. 
Accordingly, claims 1-3 and 5 are presently pending. 
Rejections under 103(a) 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 6, and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yoo et al. in view of Lu. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to incorporate the features of claim 4. Accordingly, 
independent claim 1 is in clear condition for allowance. Furthermore, claims 2, 3, and 5 depend 
from allowable independent claim 1. Therefore, claim 2, 3, and 5 are also allowable over Yoo et 
al in view of Lu because of the additional features they recite and the reasons stated above.
